DOINGS IN WASHINGTON 


By Clyde H. Tavenner, Member of 


Congress. 


Washington, April 28.—An Imme- 


diate cut of $300,000,000 In the cost 
of living-—eventually a slash of half 
a billion! That Is what the Democrat- 
ic leaders of the House believe the in- 
come tas will do 'for the American 
people. 
The relief promised by the 


Democratic party 
for 
the 
terrible 


pressure of the costs of the necessi- 
ties of life seems to be at hand. 


Only experience will reveal the full 


benefit to the public of tbe income tax. 
The annual saving over the counters 
of the nation's grocery stores, butcher 
shops anfl clothing emporium Is ex- 
pected ultimately to reach $5-00,000,- 
000. 
Some of the more sanguine re- 


gard even this estimate as too conser- 
vative. 
The saving may reach $600,- 


000,000, or even more. 


The ealimate Is reached in this way: 
From British Income tax experi- 


ence tables, tht experts figure that the 
annual revenue to be derived from in- 
come taxation under the terms of the 
pending bill will be from $80,000,000 
to $100,000,000. 
In writing the new 


tariff rates the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee has taken cognizance of this 
probable revenue and has lopped off 
duties on necessities which under the 
present Payne-Aldrlch law aggregate 
$50,000,000 annually. 
This $50,000,- 


000, now paid by the people in the 
cost of living is to be paid out of the 
income tax revenue. 


But every dollar aaved 
in 
tariff 


amounts to five or six dollars in the 
final retail prices paid by the con- 
sumer. 
This is because the many 


middlemen who 
handle an 
article 


from the stage of raw material to that 
of finished product each assesses as 
profit a certain percentage of the val- 
ue of the commodity he handles. But 
in assesclng this profit he includes the 
tariff in the value ol the commodity. 
Thus tho people pay not only the tar- 
iff but also pay profits on the tariff. 
Every dollar of increased price for 
the raw material assessed by the tar- 
iff becomes five or six dollars by the 
time it reaches the consumer. 


Representative 
Cordell 
Hull, 
of 


Tennessee, the member of the Ways 
and Means Committee, who drew the 
income tax provision, prophetically 


- sees the day when all government 


revenue will be derived from just two 
principal forms of direct taxation— 
the Income tax and the inheritance 
tax.

•ailroad companies for placing wood- 
en cars between steel coaches in 4ntra- 
tate trains. Congress recently paseed 
a bill directing that all new cars for 
nterstate business be made of steel 
after 1917. Thin was the LaFollette 
jill, with amendments that extended 
he time io that it Is of little imme- 
diate effect except as a club over the 
railroads to compel them to give safe- 
y of the railway mall clerks and the 
traveling public more consideration. 
t is hoped that Congress will amend 
the new law prohibiting the construc- 
ion of wooden cars at an earlier date. 


The bill introduced at Madison has 


the backing of the railway mail clerks 
and traveling men's associations, and 
will have general support from the 
progressives in the legislature. Wis- 
consin is the first state to take up this 
juestion and will lead the states in 
regulating the great question of pub- 
ic safety. In almost every train wreck 
including several recent wrecks In 
Wisconsin, lives have been lost by the 
telescoping of wooden cars by steel 
cars. 


Anil Discrimination Bill Passed. 
The legislature has passed the Hull 


antl-dlacriminatlon 
bill. 
This 
bill 


makes discrimination in price between 
ocalities and individuals with the in- 
tention of- stifling competition unlaw- 
ful and fixes a maximum penalty of 
$5,000. The prosecution of the stat- 
ute is placed in the hands of the at- 
torney general.

the friends of the bill that it wilt do 
a great deal to prevent in this state 
the operations of monopolies.

Again, these figures show an in- 


crease in flax acreage about equal to 
the total Increase, leaving only u4,049 
acres of the Increased acreage appli- 
cable to other crops. It has been said 
by people familiar with the situation 
in the western Canadian provinces, 
that many grow a crop or two, find 
that the situation is not agreeable and 
quit. 
This aligns well with the fact 


that the increase In improved acreage 
lg represented in the flax crop—the 
crop usually first grown. 


In line with the above we find an 


article in the Winnipeg Free Press of 
March 24, that: 
"All over Manitoba 


many farmers young in the prime of 
life, are selling off their chattels and 
moving into the 
towns and 
cities." 


Standing alone the above quotation 
might be taken to mean that they had 
sold or rented their farms, but that 
interpretation Is pre\ented by the fid 
that the official figures indicate a loss 
in harvested acreage in Manitoba of 
283,885 acres in 1912 as compared 
with 1911, while there should have 
been a large increase. This loss in ac- 
reage means several thousand good- 
sized farms.

Patrons Lose Money by Selling Thin 


Cream. 


A loss of $2,700 on sweet skim milk 


wa-9 sustained by the patrons of one 
cooperative Wisconsin creamery last 
year on account of the average per 
cent ot fat in the cream being less than 
30. 
This loss was calculated by get- 


ting the difference between the actual 
weight of cream received an dwhat 
it would have weighed had it tested 
30 per cent. The value of the skim 
milk was placed at 25 cents per hun- 
dred pounds. 


Prof. C. E. Lee of the college of 


Agriculture, University of Wisconsin, 
report sthis condition as more or less 
general, probably 75 per cent of the 
patrons delivering cream testing less 
than 25 per cent fat. The creamery 
patrons seem to believe that it is more 
difficult to test rich cream correctly, 
and that some cream is lost by stick- 
ing to the can. As a matter of fact, 
buttermakers always rinse the cream 
cans while if a hauler collects the 
cream, the patron can avoid loss by 
rinsing the cans himself. There is no 
difficulty in determining acurately the 
test of rich cream. 


Every creamery operator In Wis- j 


consin should make an effort to have| 
his patrons skim a richer cteam, de

term has been construed to mean the 
extreme headwaters. 
Just why this 


interpretation has been given the term 
is not plain, unless it is that those 
regions, as far as Wisconsin is con- 
cerned, are unsettled and there is an 
apparent chance for the dreamers of 
forest empires to get control of the 
land—a thing that has been attempt- 
ed with surprising haste. 
Why the 


drainage area at the headwaters of 
rivers is of any more importance than 
in other portions of the various val- 
leys is not clear. 


But, 
taking the advocates of flood 


control by forests on their own state- 
ments, one is led to wonder how it ia 
proposed to materially affect floods on 
such rivers as the Wisconsin, Chip- 
pewa and Menominee by foresting a 
little area at their beginnings away up 
at the Michigan line. 


To be more specific, the present for- 


est reserve has an area of 67 S square 
miles while these three rivers in the 
vicinity of the great water powers, 
which it is assumed to protect, have 
a combined drainage area of between 
12,000 and 15,000 square miles. When 
the fact is considered that the drain- 
age waters from these 578 square 
miles of the forest reserve are now 
effectively trapped in the lakes of that 
region, what effect can forestry or 
any other scheme of man have down 
the river where the waters from twen- 
ty five times that area are turned into 
unrestrained torrents? 
' 


To take up the broader matter of 


the general control oj flood waters, 
what effect would any treatment of 
the 57S scjuare miles have at 
the 


mouths of these three rivers, after 
they have received the waters from 
a combined drainage area of 2G.96C 
square miles? 


Judge Dames showed by the rec- 


ords of the power company at Rhine- 
lander that the Wisconsin river is 
now so fully controlled that there was 
practically no waste water there dur- 
ing the excessively wet summer of 
1912. 
The Chippewa and Flambeau 


arc equally controllable and steps are 
now being taken to put their flood wa,- 
tcis under bondage. It follows that 
the forest reserve area is negligible— 
in fact the only negligible area in the 
whole river system, and yet it is to 
this area that the state is asked to 
give its whole attention. 


There is probably not a river in 


Wisconsin but can be benefitted. both 
by reservoirs and forestry, and in the 
aggregate mitigate to a largo extent 
the flood damage that prevails, but if 
that desired result is to be achieved 
we will have to look farther than lo 
operations upon areas already amply 
protected. We must get at the heart 
of the matter and give protection 
where protection is needed—first gel 
a conception of the elements of the 
situation and then proceed with sys- 
tem and method.

Kill Weeds In Corn Fields by Early 


Cultivation, 


Three-fourths of the wedes In a 


corn fleld may be killed before the 
corn is planted, says JProf, H. A. Moore 
ol the College of Agriculture, Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin. In order to accom- 
plish this it will be necessary to work 
the ground as early aa possible. Prof, 
Moore gives the following hints for 
planting corn: 


"To conserve moisture and kill the 


weeds, disk the ground as soon as pos- 
sible, and then run a fine tooth harrow 
over the surface, This fining of the 
soil warms it, up so that the weeds 
start lo grow. It the harrow Is run 
across the field frequently; these ger- 
minating weeds are dragged to the 
surface, and soon die. 


"This harrowing should be continu- 


ed until the ground has lost its winter 
chill, when the 
ground should 
be 


planted. 
In Wisconsin this ranges 


from May 10 to 25, depending upon 
the season. 
After the seed is in the 


ground, the teeth of the harrow should 
be sot slanting and the fleld gone over 
once or twice before the corn cornea 
up. 


"If this program is carried out per- 


sistently, very little difficulty should 
be experienced in keeping down the 
weeds for the rest of the season, and 
cultivation may be devoted largely to 
the preservation of a soil mulch for 
the conservation of moisture. 


"It wi(l be well to bear in mind now 


that only seed known to have high 
germinating power should be planted. 
Grade it, if possible, so that the plant- 
er will uniformly drop three or four 
kernels to the hill, when the hills are 
check-rowed three feet, eight inches 
apart."

Kill Weeds In Cora Fields by Karl 


Cultivation. 


Three-fourths of the -wedes in a 


corn field may be killed before the 
corn is planted, says Prof, R. A. Moore 
oC the College of Agriculture, Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin. In order to accom- 
plish this it-will be necessary to work 
the ground as early as possible. Prof. 
Moore gives the .following hints for 
planting corn: 


"To conserve moisture and Kill tne 


weeds, disk the ground as soon as pos- 
sible, and then run a fine, tooth harrow 
over the surface. 
This fining of the 


soil warms it,-up so that the weeds 
start to grow. If the harrow is run 
across the field frequently; these ger- 
minating weeds are dragged to the 
surface, and soonjlie. 


"This harrowing should be continu- 


ed until the ground has lost its winter 
chill, when the 
ground should 
be 


planted. 
In Wisconsin this ranges 


from May 10 to'25, depending upon 
the season. 
After the seed is in the 


ground, the teeth of the harrow should 
be set slanting and the field gone over 
once or twice before the corn comes 


'If this program is carried out per- 


sistently, very little difficulty should 
be experienced in keeping - down the 
weeds for the rest of the season, and 
cultivation may be devoted largely to 
the preservation of a soil mulch for 
the conservation of moisture. 


"It-w'tl be well to bear in mind now 


that only seed known to have high 
germinating power should be planted. 
Grade it, if possible, so that the plant- 
er will uniformly drop three or four 
kernels to the hill, when the hills are 
check-rowed three feet, eight inches 
apart."
